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ABSTRACT : 

PURPOSE: To enable a power generator to be let alone 
favourably and for a long 

time as a power supplying means in a backcountry , obviating 
the necessity of 

power transmission and distribution, by performing power 
generation in the 

utilization of the weight of cars travelling on the road. 

CONSTITUTION: When a car travels on the road 1, a step 
plate 22 is lifted. 

Through the lif ting-up of the step plate 22, a rod 23 fixed 
on the step plate 

22 and a rack 27 formed on the rod 23 lowers, and a 
revolution shaft 6 is 

revolved clockwise through a pinion 13 and a one-way clutch 
15. Through the 

revolution of the revolution shaft 6, also an interlocking 
shaft 10 revolves 

reversely at the same time through the interlocking of 
toothed wheels 9 and 12. 


The revolution force of the revolution shaft 6, stored in a 
flywheel 9, allows 

the rotor of a generator to revolve, and thus, power 
generation is started . 
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
